On the assumption that the Government is seeking to 
protect the tourist in this regard, but cannot amend the Act to cover 
this season, We suggest that issuers of these licenses be instructed 
This would give them the 
necessary protection on the matter of insurance, and save the an- 
noyance and resentment at having to pay $1.00 for the questionable 
privilege of travelling over our worse than mediocre highways.
